Just got back from a bus. trip to IBM in Tuscon and a stop at the Pima 
Air Museum. 


If you are in that area its a definite MUST SEE. They have planes 
ranging from a full size replica of the Wright Flyer to an F15 and 
everything in between. Over 300 displays, some inside hangars and many 
outdoors. 


There is a verry nice B-24 on display in a hangar. This plane has the 
bomb bay doors open so one can duck under and stand up inside the bomb 
bay of the aircraft. As you look foreward from the bombay you look past 
a waist gunn position to the radio op. position on the right side and in 
to the cockpit. Very nice BC-348 and BC-375. Cant get real close as 
there is a plexiglas shield at the edge of the cockpit. One can also see 
several comand sets in the cockpit area. 


One very interesting display was the presidential aircraft, a Douglas 
VC-118A Liftmaster, used by Eisenhower and Kenedy . We were allowed to 
walk through this aircraft. Towards the back of the plane in a lounge 
type setting is what looks like a Hallicrafters SX-62 set in to a 
horizontal wood pannel with the front panel facing up. At about the 
midle of the plane there is a military teletype unit with a wooden shelf 
above it containing a Hallicrafters S-20R. Find it hard to believe this 
is original to that position. Towards the front of the plane, not far 
behinfd the cocpict is a metal shelf that held a BC-348 receiver. In the 
racks directly behind the cocpit there is a double column of 4ea ARC-51 
sets. 


The Aircraft Boneyard, containing rows upon rows of a large variety of 
aircraft from world war II to the present, is also close by at Davis 
Montham Air Force Base.

I brought up this same question about three or four months ago. Here is 
what I learned: 


Most BA's, including the ones in my shack, were pretty happy when they 
were simply all connected to the same antenna. No problems, except when 
you tuned one so that it was listening to the local oscillator of the 
other! But, as long as you keep the receivers far enough away from each 
other frequency wise, you'll have no problem. 


[At this point, I feel obligated to mentioned, even though everyone 
knows this, make sure all your rigs are at the same chassis potential, 
ie: GROUNDED. While I was running my HQ-150 and HQ-140-XA in diversity, 
I got out the meter and noticed almost 60 VAC potential difference 
between the chassis. Of course, I knew that this would be the case as 
they were not grounded. They are grounded now. ] 


The problem with the non-active couplers from Fair and the like is that 
you have a bit of insertion loss. Of course, this isn't a problem if 
you have a big antenna, but when your antenna is 8 feet long like mine 
was (I now have it snaked all over the ceiling of the apartment, heh heh 
heh, looks ugly but works pretty well!) you'll notice the loss. Also, 
I'd bet that the couplers from Fair aren't brick-wall at 2MHz, so you 
may be able to sneak a little below that. 


Perhaps the costliest solution is the antenna multicoupler. Mine is a 
*GASP*x solid state unit by Wiltek of Wilton, Connecticut (my Dad used to 
work in Wilton, CT) with one BNC input and 8 BNC output. They are 
isolated, so I don't hear each other's local osc's. Also, the 
multicoupler has a bit of gain to compensate for insertion loss, and 
also has the advantage of providing a fairly constant impedance for the 
radio to "look into." Or at least, once I set the ANT TRIM on the 
R-390A, no amount of tweaking helps. My multicoupler has a bottom edge 
of about 1.8 MHz, which cuts intermod from strong 100kW AM stations down 


in Mexico at night. But, I gotta bypass it for listening to AM BC... 


So, my suggestion is to just hook'em to the antenna, and if they 
interfere with each other (the R-390A, Drake 2-B, Hammarlunds HQ-150 and 
HQ-140-XA didn't mind each other) then procede with something 

different. A multicoupler is nice if you can get one, but I wouldn't 
sweat it. 


Supposedly, folks on BA offer kits to make multicouplers if I remember 
correctly?

The best results come 
from heating the bottle in a pan of water and applying it to 
a heated part. 

For a shiny finish there are home electro-plating kits sold 
in the back pages of Popular Mechanics and similar magazines. 
Requires a battery. They're not expensive unless you want 
to plate with gold. They actually work pretty well. 

There are "rust converters" that consist of mainly phosphoric 
acid in a latex base. They convert the porous iron oxide to 
iron phosphate which is non porous and prevents further 
oxidation. It goes on milky white and dries semi-gloss 
black.

Thanks to all who replied about cleaning the steel chassis on the CR-88. 
There were some interesting thoughts about how best to do it, but two 
responses stood out and I thought I would post them to the whole list. 


First, one person suggested that the chassis might actually be lead 
plated to produce a product called terne-coat. I had never heard of this 
before. Are there any AR-88/CR-88 experts out there who could confirm 
whether this is the case. 


If it is, I and others should exercise great caution in applying anything 
abrasive to the chassis at the risk of making a nice lead aerosol perfect 
for aspirating and contaminating ones ‘precious bodily fluids' as Jack 
Ripper would say. 


The other response which I had not thought of was to use Scotch-Brite 
pads in conjuction with WD-40! It is claimed to do a great job on regular 
steel chassis.

Got tape remnants off as 
best I could, but it's probably gonna take a new face to make it "right". 
Since the chance of finding a face alone seems fairly remote, I'd be 
willing to talk with someone who might have a whole S-meter surplus to 
their needs. 

2) The bandswitch knob, while original and <mostly> intact is 
kind of buggered up a bit (this one was repaired with friction, rather 
than Scotch tape). Anybody got a spare? 

Finally, I need to find a diagram of the dial-cord re-stringing 
arrangement for the main tuning. Manual doesn't help out here.

Hi gang. I'm currently working on an SX 28 which I got from one of our fine 
list members. It works FB, and the panel looks good (that push-pull 6V6 


audio sounds great too!). The chassis however is pretty grungy and I want to 
clean it up somewhat. I don't want to take it apart, strip it down and doa 
complete job, just fix it up as best I can without major surgery. The grunge 
comes off pretty well with a solvent and a little work with the soft wire 
wheel which fits in the Dremel Moto-tool. After this procedure it looks 
pretty good except for the deeper rust pits which are at a estimated mean 
spacing of about 1/4 " over the chassis. 


I plan to deal with the pits by using some naval jelly applied with "Q 
tips" followed by cleaning and washing with "Q tips" and water.
